Cuts Cancer Toll 


Harrisburg, Sept. I (bPi—Early di­ 
agnosis and treatment has been in­ 
strumental In reducing the death 
rate from cancer of the uterus, 
mouth and skin, it was reported 
today. 
Dr. John H. Harris, president of 
the Pennsylvania division, American 
Cancer Society, said figures show 
that in a majority of patients, can­ 
cer of the uterus can be cured per­ 
manently when detected and treat­ 
ed early. 
He added, however, that cures are 
few in advanced cases. For this 
reason, every woman over 35 should 
have a complete pelvic examination 
every six months to a year, he 
stressed. 
Turning to mouth cancers, Dr. 
Harris said that a trend by more 
persons, especially those of middle 
age to liave their dental troubles 
corrected has aided in reducing the 
death toll from this disease.
